Judge Holt Says Most of the 
Unhanged Murderers Live in 
‘the Southern States---He Says 
That Habitual Enemies of 
Society Should Be Put to 
Death. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 29.—‘An ha- 
bitua] incorrigible enemy of society 
should be solemnly adjudged to be put 
to death.” 

Judge George C. Holt. of the United 
States district court of New York, 
made this statement before the Wis- 
consin State Bar Association this aft- 
@rnoon. He spoke on “The Extent of 
Unpunished Crime in This Country 
@nd the Remedies for It.” 

The jurist said the tendency to mob 
violence and the extent of unpunished 
crime were the greatest menace to 
American society. 

Three hundred thousand people have 
taken part in lynchings in this coun- 
try in the last 40 years, according to 
the Judge's statements, and every one 
of them, he said, was guilty of mur- 
Ger if they had acted wilfully, yet 
no person has ever been convicted of 
murder for taking part in a lynching.

Hold First Conference 
at Beverly, 


DETAILS OF MEETING 
CAREFULLY GUARDED 


Senator Lodge Will Go With 
Mr. Roosevelt to Beverly, but 
Won’t Be Present at Confer- 
ence Between Ex-President 
and His Successor---Governor 
Hughes May Be Present. 


Beverly, Mass., June 293.—William 
Howard Taft, prestdent of -the United 
States, and Theodore Roosevelt, his 
predecessor in the white house, will 
meet at the Taft cottage on Burgess 
Point tomorrow afternoon. 

Ever since the colonel returned 
from the jungle there has been a 
world of speculation as to where and 
when the meeting would take place. 
Neither the president nor the colonel 
has been communicative as to plans 
for a conference and even tonight 
there is no official information to this 
effect. 

Colonel Roosevelt is spending the 
night at Nahant, the guest of Senator 
Lodge. He will come to Beverly to- 
morrow afternoon. The details of the 
meeting are being guarded carefully. 

It is not announced definitely to- 
night whether Governor Hughes will 
be able to come to Beverly or not. 
It is said the chances of his doing so 
are remote. Me is to speak tn Boston 
tomorrow morning and if his present 
plans carry, will hurry back to Afbany 
to prepare for the special session of 
New York legislature. 

Senator Lodge will accompany Colo- 
nel Roosevelt to Beverly,. but likely 
will Withdraw and let the president 
and-his visitor have an intimate talk 
together. 

The real friends of the two mén have 
never taken the stories of differences 
between them seriously. 

The .time of Colonel Roosevelt's 
visit is not disclosed, and there was 
every indication tonight that unusual 
precautions would be taken tomorrow 
to maintain the seclusion of the Taft 
cottage.

PASSES INTO GREAT UNKNOWN 


Lynchburg, Va., June 29.—John W. 
Daniel, senior senator from Virginia 
and for more than 30 years Virginia's 
favorite son, died at the Lynchburg 
gsanitarium at 10:30 o'clock tenight, 
his death being due to a recurrence of 
paralysis. 

The immediate cause of his death 
was a cerebra! hemorrhage sustained 
at noon today in the right portion of 
his brain, involving the right side. 
This was tn addition to the paralysis 
of the left side. which was sustained 
last winter, while in Florida. 

The statesman’'s illness began with 
@ slight attack of apoplexy in Phila- 
‘ deiphia, last October, this keeping him 
from being in his seat at the opening 
of congress last December. Only once 
Since that had he appeared before an 
audience and that was for an informa! 
talk in January. 

The end tonight was aimost without 
a struggle. Dissolution was very 
rapid, for when the final and complete

RUNNING UF AUTOS 
PUBLIC SCANDAL 


So Says Judge to Phila- 
delphia Grand Jury. 


He Blames People for Supine- 
ness in Not Rising Up and Pro- 
testing Against Running of 
Cars Regardless of Any- 
body’s Rights. 


Philadelphia, June 29.—‘“The fact 
that the running of automobiles re- 
gardless of anybody’s rights has be- 
come a public scandal is due to. the 
supineness of the people_in not rising 
up and demanding that one class of 
people shall not have practically the 
exclusive use of the streets and roads 
of our city,” declared Judge Bregy, in 
discharging the June grand jury in 
the criminal court today. 

“There are, of course,” continued the 
court, “plenty of people who run their 
motor cars in a reasonable way, but 
there are also two other classes. 

“We have, first, a class of drivers 

who-até utterly lawless and drunken, 
and who regard no one’s right. 
‘The other class, equally dangerous, 
is the young immature dirvers of both 
sexes, who have not the judgment to 
apperciate the responsibility that goes 
with the running of an engine on the 
public streets—for, after all, that is all 
that an automobile is; it is an engine, 
locomotive—running on the city streets 
and country roads. 

“To my mind, the reports which we 
see in the newspapers of hundreds of 
millions of dollars being spent for au- 
tomobiles is an indication of a wild ex- 
travagance which goes far beyond 
what people can afford, and before 
long will bear its fruits of failure, 
foreciosed mortgages and crime.”

“I come home with an increased and 
hearty friendship and good will for 
other countries. I have visited many 
different nations, and the more I see 
of decent people of other nationalities, 
the more I realize the truth of Abra- 
ham Lincoln's statement that there is 
a deal of human nature in mankind. 
A good man is a good man anywhere, 
and a scoundrel ought to be made to 
pay the penalty of his scoundrelism, 
whatever his birth place or nationality. 
And yet, with that feeling there has 
come a constantly increasing under- 
standing on my part of the fact that 
the man who wishes to be a good citi- 
zen of the world. must first and fore- 
most be a good citizen of his own na- 
tion.’ 

Get Your Education at Home. 

After stating that he had been 
given honorary degrees in certain 
foreign universities on the  conti- 
nent of Europe and in England, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared: 

“You will mot misunderstand me 
when I say that I come back feeling 
more truly than ever that the place 
for a man to be educated in his own 
home. . Let him be sent to school and 
to the universitiy here in the United 
States. If he has a chance to take 
a post-graduate course elsewhere, ac- 
cording as his taste and needs dictate, 
good; but let him have the founda. 
tions laid here, where his citizenship 
must be exercised. 


Must Win Spurs at Home. 


“Let me also point out the fact that 
you cannot be useful abroad unless 
you have abroad the respect that only 
comes if your usefulness has been 
proved at home. No man ought to re- 
ceive respect abroad unless as an 
American he has won his spurs in 
American life at home. To be useful 
to the world-at-large it Is necessary, 
first, to be bone of your bone and blood 
of your blood, a citizen of your own 
country. feeling with your own coun- 
trymen. able to do your duty to’ the 
fullest extent in dealing with the 
problems that your fellow-countrymes 
have to solve. 


How America Is Regarded Abroscd. 


“I was struck by two things every- 
where that I traveled abroad One 
was that the name ‘America’ stood as 
a golden symbol of hope for all who 
felt that they were downtrodden, .hat 
through no fault of their own they 
had failed to receive the justice to 
which they were entitled in life.

Duckworth’s Connection With 


Insurance Company Is Re- 
viewed, and Suit of Jowett 
Bros. Against Him Is Cited. 
Why Watson Has Acted. 


Replying to the recent card of R. F. 
Duckworth, which was published in 
The Constitution, Hon. Thomas E. 
Watson furnishes the following: 

Editor Constitution: It gives me 
pleasure to meet Mr. Duckworth in 
the forum which he has chosen. First, 
let us take a glance at his public con- 
duct. He attended the Dallas conven- 
tion of the Farmers’ Union and made 
an enthusiastic speech in favor of 
certain resolutions which were pre- 
pared by the Merchant Marine League 
of Cleveland, Ohio. That he made such 
a speech, I can prove by the delegates 
and by the reporters. It was jubilant- 
ly acclaimed in The American Flag, 
the ship subsidy magazine. 

The sudden and simultaneous ap- 
pearance of articles in favor of the 
ship subsidy steal in such papers as 
The Dallas Texas Farmer, The Cooper- 
ator and The Union News, Duckworth’s 
paper, excited suspicion. 

Ship Subsidy League. 


In The Jeffersonian, the opinion was 


expressed that these three Farmers’ 
Union papers were in the pay of the 
republican ship subsidy league. During 
the investigation which congress re- 
cently made into the methods of this 
league, Mr. Penton, its secretary, tes- 
tified that he used money on certain 
papers which published articles favor- 
able to ship subsidy. He mentioned The 
Texas Farmer by name, and included 
the others under the general head and 
other papers. Inasmuch as Duckworth 
published the same data as Bill Shaw, 
of The Texas Farmer. and inasmuch 
as Duck’s paper began to yelp at the 
same time that Bill’s did, it was no 
violent presumption that the cause of 
the yelp was the same in each case. 

In the same issue of The Union News 
which carried a three-page article in 
favor of ship subsidy, Duckworth re- 
fused to give 3 inches of space to a 
memorial tribute in honor of one of 
his dead brothers of the union, a man 
of local prominence, of the highest 
character, and devoted champion of 
Duckworth’s organization. While Mr. 
Penton was not asked _ specifically 
whether he had paid Duckworth or 
The Union News any money, circum- 
stantial evidence was so strong that 
Duckworth was challenged by The Jef- 
fersonian to produce an affidavit from 
the Marine League officers that his 
Union News Was not one of the other 
papers that had been paid to publish 
ship subsidy stuff. Any prosecuting 
lawyer would think, and any judge 
would hold, that I have made out a 
prima facie case on this part of the 
indictment. I therefore rest, and await 
his production of that affidavit. 


Commission House in Atlanta. 


Secondly, as president of the union, 
he established and vouched for a union 
commission house in Atlanta. On the 
faith of his : recommendations, the 
farmers began to ship, for sale on 
commission, various farm products— 
potatoes, poultry, butter, éggs, etc. THe 
men who were seleeted by Duckworth 
to run the concern were dishonest. 
They sold the produce and pocketed 
the proceeds. Not only did the Geor- 
gia union lose $2,000 by this venture, 
but numbers of farmers were robbed 
by it. The Southern Ruralist, of At- 
lanta, has a fik® of. original letters 
which reveals ‘the whole swindle. 
Legally and raity, Duckworth is re- 
sponsible to“those victims who pinned 
their faith to his indorsement of the 
union produce warehouses; but they 
will never get a cent out of him. He 
will hardly demand the production of 
further evidence on this, for hundreds 
of the union members would testify to 
the substantial correctness of my 
statement 

He intrigued himself into the presi- 
dency of a flourishing mutual life in- 
surance company, grossly mismanaged 
it, pulled it for $1,700 salary, charged 
up to it advertisements in his paper 
to the amount of nearly $600, left it 
without money in its treasury, with 
debts hanging over it and with declin- 
ing membership. The witnesses to this 
are Dr. C. F. McRae and J. J.. Brown. 


Case of Jowett Brotlsers. 


He made a contract with two worthy 
industrious young men of Augusta, Ga., 
the Jowett Brothers, to publish his 
paper, The Union News. They went 
out to Union City, established a costly 
printing plant and began to publish 
his paper in the belief that they had 
a permanent job, out of which, of 
course, they expected honest, legiti- 
mate profits. Duckworth fell behind 
in making his payments until he had 
run up an account of $7,500. This not 
only included the labor of the Jowett 
Brothers, but of printers whom they 
employed. It also included paper and 
other materials for the use of Mr, 
Duckworth. Finally Duckworth jump- 
ed his contract and they had to move 
their machinery, at eat expense and 
inevitable damage, from Union City. 
The best they could do with Duck- 
worth upon a settlement was to get his 
promise to pay in writing. 

When the notes fell due he did not 
pay them. He wrote letters pleading 
for indulg2nce; nct only did he do this, 
but his tawyer, C. T. Ladson, did the 
same thing. Mr. Ladson went so far 
as to offer to put up collateral of his 
own if the Jowetts would give Duck- 
worth further time, but the money did 
not show up and the Jowetts entered 
suit in the Fayette superior court, 
where Duckworth lives. He fought 
the suit, pleadirg the men had dam- 
aged him to the extent of more than 
their claim by delaying his paper 
end by using an inferior quality of 
stock in his printing. In other words, 
te sought to go behind his own note 
and behind the letters which he and 
Ladson had written. When the case 
was callei some months ago Duck- 
worth ard Ladson tried to secure more 
time by moving for a cortinuance. 


Verdict Against Duckworth. 


To get a trial the Jowetts dropped 
more than $2,000 of their claim. Having 
no excuse then for further delay, Duck- 
worth had to toe the mark, The Jow- 
etts produced his promissory note, his 
contract, his letters and the letters of 
Cc. T. Ladson. The showing was s0 
overwhel.ning trat Duckworth seemed 
to shrink within his seat, where he 
squirmed under the scornful looks of 
every honest ipan that was in the 
ccurt room. His attorneys made prac- 
tically no defense. The jury promptly 
:eturned a verdict for the full amount 
claimed. This verdict by Duckworth’s 
reighbors was tantamount to finding 
that he had committed wilful.and de- 
“iberate perjury in his effort to defeat 
iwo honest youn men out of their 
labor, the:r meterial end their raoney. 

When F. D. Wimberly asked Duck- 
worth for an explanation, that unmiti- 
gated liar informed Brother Winiterly 
that the lawyers at Fairburn were mad 
with him because he wanted to move 
the seat of Fayette county to Union 
City, and that they had packed the 
jury on him. He said to Wimberly 
that ther as nothing in the case, and 
that he would set aside the verdict on 
motion for new trial. 

As a matter of fact, he afterwards 
paid the Jowetts $500 and gave them 
his notes for $2,000, with the under- 
standing that if these notes were not 
promptly met, the full judgment of 
$5,500 should stand as rendered by the 
jury. it is probable that the motive of 
the Jowetts in letting him off so light 
was that they realized the impossibil- 
ity of edlilecting anything out of this 
slippery adventurer. Thus he trimmed 
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reasonable prices and with 
the mostsatisfactory service.

Claimed He Will Carry 
Hart’s Home County. 


Much Stress Is Laid on Edi- 
torial in The Statesboro News, 
Which Formerly Supported 
Joe Brown---Fulton County 
Friends Getting Together. 


Hon. Hoke Smith continues to re- 
ceive large numbers of visitors at his 
offices and campaign headquarters in 
the Peters building, and to each of 
them hé@ expresses the utmost con- 
fidence as to the result. 

The local executive committee of 
the Hoke Smith campaign, who will 
handle the Fulton county end of the 
present fight, helqd a meeting at cam- 
paign headquarters last night, but 
nothing was given out ag to their 
plans. No meetings have been ar- 
ranged for and all that is being done 
now is to perfect the organization that 
Hoke Smith got together four years 
ago and again two years ago. 

The Smith supporters announced that 
they were not at al] distressed by the 
entrance of Judge Hart into the race, 
despite the fact that Judge Hart's 
Strength is in the Eighth congressional 
district, where Hoke Smith has also 
been very strong. In the last cam- 
paign Mr. Smith carried an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the counties in the 
Eighth district. 

Letters and communications have 
been received from Greene, Baldwin. 
Jones, Laurens, Morgan, and other 
counties. of the Ocmulgee circuit, over 
which Judge Hart formerly presided, 
ang they are said to indicate that 
former Governor Smith is as strong 
there as ever. 

Usually it is conceded that a can- 
didate will carry his own county, but 
the Smith men are insisting that Smith 
\will carry Judge Hart's home county 
‘of Greene. 

The Smith forces also direct atten- 
tion to The Statesboro News of Tues- 
day, June 28, copies of which were re- 
ceived in Atlanta Wednesday morning. 
J. R. Miller, the editor of this paper, 
was an ardent supporter of Governor 
Brown two years ago. He was the gov- 
ernor’s leader in Butloch county, and 
was regarded by many as manager of 
the Brown campaign in the first con- 
gressional district outside of Savan- 
nah. The clipping follows: 

“The news comes from Atlanta that 
the administration forces have placed 
Attorney General John C Hart in the 
race for governor. Hart comes square- 
ly from the Brown faction, and his 
candidacy means the elimination of 
Joe Brown from the race. 

“This or something similar has been 
expected by people in touch with state 
politics. 

“Brown was beaten to a finish, and 
the entry of Hart is regarded as an 
effort to save what is possible from the 
wreckage of his weak and truckling 
administration.

Time at Headquarters. 


Will Remain on the Job in the 
Capitol --- Extracts From Let- 
ters the Governor Has Re- 
ceived From Various Parts of 
the State Are Given Out. 


Governor Brown does not expect to 
make any speches during the progress 
of the present campaign; neither will 
he spend any time in the campaign 
headquarters which his friends have 
reserved at the Kimball. Instead, the 
governor will remain on the job in the 
executive office at the statehouse. 

During the past two years Governor 
Brown has accepted a few invitations 
to make addresses in various parts of 


the state; but only a very few. As the 
legislature is now in session, he will 
not leave the city for any purpose, not 
even to advance his own political in- 
terests. He believes that his duty Is 
to remain at his post, and there he 


will stay. 

A large number of communications 
by mail and wire constantly reach Gov- 
ernor Brown from friends in all parts 
ef he state. Secretary Ulm gave out 
& number of these, but declined to 
allow the signatures of the parties to 
be used, saying they were confidential. 

Letters to Governor. 

Following are some of the communi- 
cations which reached Governor Brown 
Wednesday: 

Colquitt County—‘“I am _ sorry that 
he (Mr. Smith) finally decided to make 
the race, for business will almost be 
suspended all over ‘the state for next 
sixty days; but I feel sure that he will 
be beaten worse than two years ago. 
I have heard a good many here in the 
city today say that he would be beaten, 
and some of them were for him two 
vears ago, and one in. particular, who 
signed the petition from here some 
time ago asking him to run.” 

Walton County—“You can count on 
old Walton county to come up with a 
much larger vote than last time.” 

Newnan—“I believe old Georgia will 
come up properly at the primary and 
give you a satisfactory majority.”

The bill for the new amendments to 
Atlanta’s city charter has been drawn 
by, City Attorney James lL. Mayson, 
and transmitted to Fulton county's 
representatives in the state legislature. 
The bill was sent to Dr. George Brown 
yesterday morning. 

. fhe first section of the bill calls for 
the election of certain city officials 
by the people and states: 

5 “The general manager of water- 
‘works, city marshal, city comptroller, 
eity warden, city electrician, building 
Anspector, recorder and clerk of coun- 
ell shal! hereafter be elected by vote 
of the people on ‘the first Wednesday 
in December, preceding the expiration 
of the terms of said officers, and, 
when so elected, each of said officers 
Shall hold their positions for the term 
of two years and bi-annually, after the 
date of their first election, under the 
terins of this act, their successors shall 
Mkewise be elected. The beginning of 
‘the terms of said several! officers shall 
Femain as now fixed, but the date of 

@lection shall be as herein 
‘The mayor and general council shall 
Rave general supervision of said offi- 

cialis, and, by majority vote of the en- 

tire council, may declare vacant the 
office of any of the officials of the city, 
ele ed by the people, for a failure to 
pre erly perform their duties, or for 
ar other breach of duty, on their 
prj all to be adjudged in the dis- 
© jsjion of the general council. When 
a fiom has been declared vacant, un- 
( fF this provision, the general council 
eheali call an election to be held with- 
in sixty days “thereafter, to fill such 
Vacancy, and in the meantime the gen- 
@erai council, or the board having 
charge of the department in which 
such officer serves, shail temporarily 
fill said vacancy.’

TREASURY FACES 


$59,154 DEFICIT 


Treasurer Points It Out 
in Letter to Governor. 


That Will Be the Condition on 
January 1, 1911 --- Governor 
Urges in Message That Fiscal 
Year Be Changed to July to 
June 30. 


Governor Brown transmitted to the 
senate ye3terday the financial state- 
ment of Alonzo Richardson & Co., ex- 
pert accountants, who made an in- 
vestigation into the condition of the 
state treasury at the direction of Gov- 
ernor Brown, and also a statement of 
the treasury’s condition from Treas- 
urer J. Pope Brown. 

In the letter of transmissal was a 
warning to the legislature that, the 
state treasurer estimated that on Jan- 
uary 1, 1911, there would remain un- 
paid balances on appropriations made 
this year amounting to $550,000, and 
that there will be in the treasury to 
meet these cbiligations: only $490,845. | 
This will mean a 
$59,154. 

Governor Brown approves the sug- 
gestion that the fiscal year should date 
from July 1 and end on June 30, instead 
of dating from January 1 and ending 
December 31. 

The message of the governor after 
calling attention to the Richardson re- 
port, says: q 

“On June 8, .1910, for information in 
the preparation of my message, I call- 
ed On the state treasurer to advise me 
as to the amount of unpaid appropria- 
tions and an estimate of the revenue 
to be received during the remainder of 
the year.

_ So far as it goes, the bill by Messrs. White of Screven and Full- 
bright of Burke, regulating the carrying of weapons unconcealed, 
and which passed the house by a vote of 100 to 25, may accomplish 
a good purpose in strengthening laws already existing.

More a helpful warning than a calamity was the disaster which 
brought Zeppelin’s great dirigible, the “Deutschland,” to the ground 
as the result of a furious gale. 

Coming on the heels of extreme enthusiasm over the achieve- 
ments of Zeppelin, and the preparations to establish a regular sched- 
ule for passenger purposes, it may be expected that the promoters 
o} the movement will make haste much more slowly than if nature 
had not sent a reminder at the critical moment. . 

The accident will exert an effect on aviation of every descrip- 
tion, whether in machines heavier or lighter than air. 

It must be remembered that the “Deutschland” belonged to the 
latter class. Count Zeppelin had, unquestionably, brought the gas- 
dirigible to a point nearer perfection than at any time in its histary. 
li could ‘carry passengers (the “Deutschland”, had _ thirty-three 
aboard when the storm disarranged its tour), could attain forty- 
five to fifty miles an hour and remain in the air almost indefinitely. 
lt.offered another advantage over the flying machine pure and sim- 

le, in that it could remain stationary and reduce or increase its 
speed at will, while the biplane or the monoplane must maintain a 
swift pace to stay aloft at all. 7

FARMERS’ UNION 
WANTS. EXEMPTION 


President John Eee, of the Georgia 
Civisior of the Farmers’ Union, dis- 
cussing the agricultural products ex, 
emption bill yesterday, said to The 
Constitution: 

“There seems to be some doubt that 
the farmers of Georgia want this 
measure. If the official action of the 
Farmers’ Union of this state deserves 
eny consideration, the matter is closed 
to debato. 

“At the latest regular annual con- 
vention of the organization, held in 
Macon July 22, 23, 24, 1909, a resolution 
indorsing the bill now before the house 
passed without one dissenting vote, 
and amidst as much enthusiasm as I 
have ever seen at a convention of, our 
order. I do not recall one speech of 
importance made against it of opposi- 
tion from any member whose opinion 
counts with the membership. That 
Gisposes of the argument that the 
farmers of the state do not demand 
this biil, for what is good for the ma- 
jority of Georgia farmers inside our 
organization is equally» good for those 
cutside it. It must be remembered in 
this connection that the Farmers’ 
Union is composed absolutely of bona 
fide producers.” 

Aids Gamblers Either Way. 

President Lee declared the present 
tax act, which automatically cuts off 
exemption Februdry 28 of each year, 
operated either to aid the cotton 
speculator engaged in beating down 
prices. or injured the farmer. There 
was no way round it, he contended. 

“To avoid a burden of taxation on 
his cotton,” Mr. Lee said, “the farmer 
in Georgia must sell not later than 
February 28. It often happens that 
just at this time the cotton market is 
most promising. If he’is willing to 
pay taxes on his cotton as the price 
of holding it and getting a better fig- 
ure for his year’s work, he must re- 
port the amount of cotton he is holding 
to the stite for taxation. 

“The pr ‘fessior.al price-depressors on 
the New York Cctton Exchange want 
no better method-to find.out precisel¥ 
the amount of cotton being held in the 
state, and they Jose no time in ar- 
ranging their plans to lower its value 
a@cording:y.

\ork Cotten Exckange. At least, 
North Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi 
ar.d Texas, the last the largest cotton 
produsing state in the union, must 
fave that idea, since each one of them 
operates undera law precisely identi- 
cal. with the one the farmers of 
Georgia are now asking at the hands 
ef the legislature.”

‘Charges Incident to Mon- 
ey Shark. Investigation. 


Grand Jury Makes Interesting 
Report Regarding Business of 
the Money Lenders --- Makes 
Some Recommendations That 
May Help. | : 


+ 


“In connection with a number of 
cases in which true bills have been 
found against sundry money lenders, a 
great deal of ex parte evidence was 


submitted alleging collusion upon the 
part of ‘two justices of the peace of 
Fulton county with these money lend- 
ers in the collection of their claims. 
The two justices specifically referred 
'to are J. A. Dodgen and R. R. Jackson. 
Both appeared before the grand jury 
and denied the charges which had 
beén made against them.” 

The foregoing is an extract from 
the comprehensive and well-prepared 
report of the grand jury to Judge Bell, 
anent its investigations into the money 
lending business in Atlanta. 

The report then continues:to urge a 
thorough investigation’ of the justice 
courts and their balliffs by the suc- 
ceeding grand jury, stating that the 
present grand jury did not have time 
to enter into this feature of the work. 

To Restrict Jurisdiction. 

The report further recommends the 
passage of an act restricting the 
jurisdiction of each. justice of the 
peace to the district in which he is 
supposed to serve. This, it is consider- 
ed, will greatly curtail present evils. 

The present grand jury has found 
146 indictments against Atlanta money 
lenders for violating the state law 
against charging more than 5 per cent 
per month interest. 

The grand jury believes the small 
money tender is a necessity, but that 
he should be properly and severely 
restricted. Some of the prevalent prac- 
tices are detailed in the report, which 
also states that the grand jury found 
a number of money lenders whose 
books ahd papers show they have not 
violated the law. 

The report deals with the difficuity 
of securing decumentary evidence, and 
urges an amendment to the law of 
1904, making a violation of it a misde- 
meanor. 

Judge Beil commended the grand 
jury for its earnest and thorough work 
in the matter.

JEFFRIES BOXES 
FOR GOVERNOR 


Plenty of Snap and Go 
in His Work. 


About 1,000 Spectators Saw 
to gh alg gay av 
nson

Reno, Nev., June 29.—James J. Jef- 
fries, the undefeated, held the center 
of the stage today against all comers. 

After tricking the public out of a 
chance to witness his Monday work-out 
and refusing to work at all on Tues- 
day, he went irto action against his 
sparring partners late today, with 
Governor Dickerson, of Nevada, as 
guest of honor end the whole sporting 
fraternity now gathered here as eye- 
witnesses. There were a thousand 
spectators at the bout. 

In all, Jeffries did six rounds of box- 
ing, two with Joe Choynski, two with 
“Brother” Jack and two with Sam 
Berger. Jeffries appeared in high 
spirits. He went through his work 
with plenty of snap and go, but the 
boxing was not unusually fast and ex- 
citing. Only in the last go With Ber- 
ger did the “undefeated” speed up. He 
banged away at Sam in a knock-down- 
and-drag-out fashion during the first 
round. Sam came back hard, giving 
Jeffries thé benefit.of every blow he 
knew. It was too much for Sam, 
however, and in the second round Jef- 
frfes was compelled to slacken up to 
keep from putting his manager down 
end out. 

Moving Picture Men Busy. 

The moving picture men were busy 
at Jeffries’ camp throughout the after- 
noon. Long before the challenger was 
ready to get into the rigg for his 
promised work-out the machine had 
been set up and views of everything 
arount the camp were recorded. With 
the special work accomplished, the 
machine was quickly set up in a posi- 
tion commanding the ring. As the 
crowd waited an automobile swung 
into the grounds ‘bearing Governor 
Dickerson. 

It stopped before Jeffries’ cottage 
and the fighter came forward, clasping 
hands with the governor as the latter 
climbed out of the machine. A few 
moments later he stepped through the 
ropes, clad in his blue ring costume. 

Beginning today, Jeffries will drink 
nothing except distilled water. This 
will aid the “drying out” process which 
is the last step in his training. 

Jack Johnson's Work. 

True to his promise, Jack Johnson 
appeared for his regular work-out 
shortly after 3 o’clock. He eovered 9 
miles on the road early in the day, but 
did not do any other work until after- 
roon. |

The prize fight 
law of Nevada says nothing on the 
matter and Jeffries and Johnson have 
not yet agreed as to how much can- 
vass and felt must be under their feet 
when they face each other. They will 
state their requirements tomorrow. 

Charles White, the widely known 
New York sporting man, was appoint- 
ed second referee of the Jeffries-John- 
son contest tonight by agreement of 
the fighters and Promoter Rickard. 
White will be at the ringside and in 
case of accident to Rickard will step 
into the ring and take charge of the 
contest. 

Governor Dickerson on Fighters. 

This is how Governor Dickerson 
compares Jim Jeffries and Jack John- 
son after seeing both fighters work 
out: 

“Jack Johnson, in my opinion, is a 
faster man than Jim Jeffries, but I 
don’t think there is the power behind 
iis blows that Hes behind Jeffries’ 
punch. He is cleverer than Jeffries, ap- 
parently, and I think his defense is 
harder to penetrate than that of the 
former champion. 

“It is safe to say, I think, that John- 
son will hit Jeffries more times than 
Jeffries hits him, but his blows will 
not have the same telling effect. I 
would not care to venture a definite 
opinion about the result of the fight, 
because I really know nothing of these 
contests. The only ring contest that 
I have ever witnessed was the fight 
between Joe Gans and Jimmy Britt at 
San Francisco three years ago. 

“Jeffries is a much more rugged man 
than Johnson and does not as nearly 
represent the type of the expert 
boxer.” : ‘

FOR JUDGES TO ROTATE 
WHILE HOLDING COURT 


Bill Will Be Introduced Today 
by Hon. D. C. Pickett, of 
Terrell County. 


A bill designed to correct the evil 
which may arise from electing superior 
court judges by the people has. been 
prepared by Representatf¥e D. C. Pick- 
ett, of Terrell county,“and will be in- 
troduced in the hose today. 

The bill provides for the rotation of 
superior court fudges so that no judge 
shall preside continuously during his 
term of office over any one circuit. 
Provision fs made for the traveling ex- 
penses of the judges incident to their 
journeys to and from the circuits ia 
which they shall be appointed to pre- 
side. 

The section of the. act prescribing 
how the judges shall be rotated is as 
follows: 

“Beit enacted by the general assem- 
bly cf Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by theauthority of same, that between 
the first and fifteenth days of Decem- 
ber in each year the chief justice, or 
in his absence or inability to. attend. 
the senior associate justice, shall froin 
a roster of the circuit judges. of the 
several circuits in order to arrange a 
ragular and continuous assignment and 
interchange of circuits among said 
judges, make an order assigning the 
several circult judges’to hold the sev- 
eral circuit ccurts in all of the circuits 
of the state for the whole of the suc- 
ceeding year in such order as will ef- 
fect a continuous interchange of circuits 
actording to said numerical! series.

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Commission’s Action 
Affects All PartsCountry. 


In Decision It Is Declared That 
Pacific Roads Have Been Ex-: 
tortionate for Many Years.| 


Reductions in Some Cases 
Amount to 50 Per Cent. 


Washington, June 29.—Decisions were 
handed down today by the interstate 
commerce commission country-wide in 
importance. They affect freight rates 
—both class and commodity—on ail 
trans-continental lines operating be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceahs. 
Extensive reductions were ordered. 

The decisions are of what popularly 
are known as the Pacific ccast cases. 


The cases were heard last autumn by 
the commission on its six weeks’ trip 


to the Pacifiic coast and intermountain: 


territory and have been. under consid- 
eration ever since. 
Big Reductions Ordered. 


In every instance reductions in th» 
existing rates complained of were 
made, and in some instances they 
amounted to nearly 50 per cent. The 
commissicn found through its inquiry 
a remarkable rate situation existing 
on the Pacific coast, and even a mor¢ 
remarkable one in the intermountain 
territory. This is notably true of the 
rates to and from Spokane, ~Wash., 
and Reno, Ney, 

The Spokane rate case had been be- 
fore the commission, in one form or 
another, for several years. The ship- 
pers of that city complained insistent- 
ly of the rates which 
charged by the railroads on freigh: 
classes. and commodities from eastern 
points of origin. 

All of the reductions ordered by the 
commission affected the rates from 
Mississippi river ar® Missouri river 
transfer poin‘#“=> Pacific coast termi- 
nals and ntermountain territorial 
points. 

Rates Are Unreasonable. 

in the case of the city of Spokane 
against the Northern Pacific anda 
Great Northern railrcad companies and 
Other carriers the .commission hel4 
that the present rates tharged from 
eastern points to Spokane are unrea- 
sonable and excessive. The rates es- 
tablished for the future are material- 
ly lower—approximately 20 per cent on 
both classes and 
they will not be effective immediately. 

In the Nevada and Arizona cases, 
incluging the Sacramento-Reno case 
against the Southern Pacific Company, 
the railroad commission of Nevada 
against the Southern Pacific Companv 
and the Mariscopa County Commercial 
Club against the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, and other carriers, a heavy 
reduction in class rates is ordered, 
fome of the reducticns being as high 
as 33 1-3 per cent. The commission 
finds that the existing rates are “prac- 
tically without precedent or parallel’’ 
throughout ‘the United States. The 
average rate per ton per mile of all 
ten classes from Sacramento Reno is 
¥0.46 cents, an unprecedentéd figure. 

The class rates between Sacramento 
and Reno are reduced approximately 
30 per cent, the rate on first-class 
freight being lowered frcm $1.29 pe: 
hundred pounds to $.85 a hundred 
pounds. Similar reductions in the 
class rates are made from Sacramento 
to other points in Nevada and Wtah. 

Highest Kates In United States. 

In the case of the railroad commis- 
sion of Nevada against the Southern 
Pacific Company and other carriers, 
thé commission condemns the existing 
westbound class rates from eastern 
points to Nevada. In this connection 
the commission declares these rates 
to be the “highest main-line rates 
found in the United States.’’ 

Astonishing facts were developed by 
the commission at its hearings con- 
cerning the earning capacity of the 
Pacific lines. The commission shcws 
that “during the last two years the: 
operation revenues of the Southern 
Pacific Company’s Pacific system ha 
increased $8,000,000, while its operat- 
ing expenses had decreased $5,000,000, 
thus producing an increased operating 
income of over $12,000,000, or a net 
increase of about $2,000 per mile of 
road,”

Three Found Guilty Wednesday 
Morning--The Fourth Is Given 
Death Verdict on Wednesday 
Night---Judge Roan Will Pro- 
nounce Sentence Today. 


All four of the negroes tried in De- 
ecatur for the murder of Motorman S. 
T. Brown in the Druid Hills, street 
ear hold-up on April 23 have ‘deen 
found guilty of murder without recom- 
mendation to mercy, and this morning 
Judge Roan will sentence them to be 
hanged for the crime. 

Verdicts of guilty were rendered by 
the jury yesterday morning against 
Jim Black, Charlie Julien and Ed 
Weaver, who were tried on Tuesday. 

Charlie Walker, the fourth prisoner, 
was tried Wednesday. The. state pre- 
sented the samé¢ line of evidence as 
was adduced at the trial of the other 
three negroes. The defense offered no 
evidence, the defendant merely making 
a statement. This gave the attorneys 
for the defense the opening and clos- 
ing arguments. 

The trial of Walker lasted nearly all 
of Wednesday, and the case went to 
the jury about 6 o’clock. The jury 
was out only a short time. 

Walker was the first negro to make 
a confession and he ‘tmplicated Ju- 
lien, Black and Weaver. The next 
confession was made by Weaver and 
he told the’ same story as did Walker. 
At the trials both Weaver and Walker 
denied their guilt, 


The negroes will 
tenced to hang in Decatur at the 
same time, and the Hanging of the four 
men will complete the last chapter in 
one of the most ferocious murders that 
was ever committed.in DeKalb county. 


MAGISTRATE FIN 
INSURANCE MEN 


It ls Believed Higher 
Court Will Quickly 
Set Aside Verdict. 


Newport News, Va., June 29.—Presi- 
dent Dan B. Harris, General Manager 
A. B. Andrews and 21 members of the 
Southeastern Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion were convicted here today in a 
magistrate’s court of unlawfully con- 
spiring to contro] insurance rates in 
this city, and were fined $500 each: 
The cases were appealed. 

The case is the outgrowth of the 
association’s act in arbitaraily raising 
rates 10 per cent to meet a license of 
3% per cent, levied by the city coun- 
cil. The court held that the increases 
were retaliatory and demonstrated 
the power of the association to pen- 
alize any city in the state if the 
taxes are considered too heavy. The 
appeal will come up in the corporation 
court next September. 


The finas were imposed by the 
mugistrate and it is believed the ap- 
pellate court will set aside the findings 
of the lower court. 

Local insurance men state that the 
Southeastern Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion is not mentioned in the litigation, 
but that twenty-two agents, who are 
members of the association, are named; 
that Dan. B. Harris is not now presi- 
dent of the association, but W. R. Pres- 
eott, of this city. 

Mr. Harris is ill at his home, and 
could not be seen. Mr. Andrews is out 
of the city, being in attendance at the 
trial at Newport News, 

In regard to the litigation, 
men of Atlanta who are membégrs of 
the .association make the f lewing 
statement: 

Statement by Insurance Men. 

“The case decided at Newport News 
today against Mr. Harris and other 
insurance agents started as follows: 

“Some six weeks ago, the city of 
Newport News, which, under an agree- 
ment with the insttrance companies,

tax, and got a reduction of rates there- 
by, passed an ordinance raising its 
license tax to $25, and 5 per cent on all 
premiums on business written by 
agents in Newport News, whether the 
risks were in Newport or elsewhere. 
This was very much higher than any 
other license tax on any other class

than any similar license tax charged 
insurance companies elsewhere in Vir- 
ginia. 

“In order to provide revenues to meet 
this tax, an increase of rates at New- 
port News wae necessary, and a com- 
mittee of insurance men at Richmond, 
known as’ the Virginia Committee, 
recommended to the companies to in- 
crease their-rates on risks in the city 
of Newport News 10 per cent. It was 
calculated that this, after deducting 
agent’s commission and like expenses, 
would make a fund about equal to the 
tax which was levied, not only on the 
premiums afising from risks in the 
city, but on all premiums collected 
through the agencies. It was deemed 
unfair to eharge any of this tax 
against the people living outside of 
Newport News. 

“Shortly after this the Southeastern 
Underwriters’ Association had its an- 
nual meeting at Hot Springs, Va. 

The Law Was Repeasied. 

“at one time the state of Virginia 
had alaw known as the Wharton law, 
prohibiting this association from oper- 
ating in Virginia. About four year: 
ago she repealed this law for the ex= 


press purpose cf allowing the associa- 
| tion to again operate in Virginia, which 
it has since done and it has usually 
held its meetings in that state. This 
meeting was numerougly attended by 
insurance agents and officials from all 
over the south. While the meeting waz 
in progress, €. C. Berkeley, the com- 
monwealth's attorney for the county 
in which Newport News is situated, 
appeared at Het Springs armed with 
warrants, charging scme twenty-twv 
insurance agencies, who represent com- 
panies in the Southeastern.
